PLACE OF WOMAN IN THE 
NEW- MOVEMENT. 

At the meeting of tre Dublin Rotary Club 
yesterday (Sir Lhomas Robinson presiding), 
an address on India was delivered by Mr. 
St. Nihal Singh, a native of India, who has 
lived for many years in America, in England, 
and for a short time in Ireland, 

He said that in a recent visit to India he 
had travelled over forty thousand miles, and 
had noticed the great change which had 
come over the people of that cvuntry in their 
social and industrial hfe. The upheaval! in 
India surpassed even that which Sad taken

place in Russia. He spoke of the huge 
schemes of hydro-electric power which 
found’ in various provinces, and of the re 


markable developments in science amd educa 
tion. 

Continuing, he said— Women's 
which during India’s dark had been 
driven under, go to speak, by the gystem ol 
purdah which prevailed, and to a certain ex- 
tent still prevailed, in certain parts of India, 
was now beginning to assert itself directly, 


influence, 
days 


and every domain of public life w@s richer 
and better becanse of it. While Indian 
women retained the essentials of Indian cu! 


ture, the light from the West was pot being 
shut out from them. The same, indeed, was 
true of the men. The stage wher Indiaiis 
educated in schools eondux ted by Oecidentals 
were dazzled with the brilliance of the licht 
was. well-nigh past. Nationalism had 
asserted itself, and daily its call was heeded 
more and more. Young men were po longer 
content to grow up without knowing the 
essentials of their own culure, 
they anv longer content to derive satisfaction 
from the great their fore 
fathers. 

While voung India was proud of its rich 
heritage, it was profoundly dissatisfled witb 
its present. It was determined to get rid of 
sccial abuses, which prevailed all over the 
country, to rid women of the unnatural! re- 
strictions which cribbed and cabined their 
life; to sweep away the social injustice which 
kept millions of their own people grovelling 
at the foot of the social ladder, in wamnspeak- 
abe filth and wretchedness. It wae deter- 
mined to get rid of social institutions, such 
as premature marriages and parenthood, en- 
forced widowhood in certain sectiong of the 
people, and the denial of freedom to the new 
generation to choose callings in conformiiv 
with their tastes and talents, which had 
worked great havoc in the past. Even more 
rso, young India was determined to etrike a 
balance between the material ana griitual 
spheres. Probably nowhere else in the 
world was there a keener desire to etrike a 
balance between the mundane and the spiri 
tual sphere than there was in India to-day 
In the degree that the people were able to 
realise that ideal they would contribute to 
the original knowledge of the world and to 
the joint happiness and progress of the people 
in both hemispheres. India, he was sure, 
had such a contribution to make for the 
common good of all.
